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HE lofsthis Nation, as well as its 
Neighbours, feels every Day by 
the raging of an unhappy Diftem- 


per among us, I mean the Varoles, or Small 
Pox, which for almoft two Year has been 


~ akind of Plague, has frequently inclin’d 


me to fay fomething, which perhaps if no- 
ticed and obferved, might be ufefulto fuch 
Families as are afli@ed with it. 

I make no queftion but there are Con- 
ftitutions more particularly inclin’d taaa 
others, to this Diffemper, and to whom it 
is more fatal, when it happens, than to c- 
thers I will not either deny, but 
even this Particular in Perfons may be 
fometimes Hereditary to Families,.or as 


our common People exprefs it not im-- 
properly, Js runs in the Blood: To fome 
Families we fee the Smal] Pox always fa- 
vourable, to fome always fatal— Of 
a whole Race you fhall fee al have it,.and- 
of anether, none ever have it.. Of fome 
Families, when they have it, none ever 
dye 5 of others, none ever live with it— 
The Reafons, or natural.Caufes, of. this 
variety are not very difficule to account 
for, the Temperature and Complexion of 
Bodies, as they are Hot or Cold, Blegma-- 
tic or Sanguine, affording Particulars more 
than Sufficient, to explain ic by-. There- 
fore this is no part of my prefent En- 


quiry.. 
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“The Cafe 1 am upon, is an Enquiry, . 
whether there is not a Defeét in the com- 
mon Applications to the Cure of this Di- 


ftemper? And whether the Management 
of the Patient is not the moft hazardous 
part of the Diftemper ? as: 

I am-no Unbeliever in the Do&rine of 
Medicine 5 Iam fully fatisfy’d, that Hea- 
ven having plac’d Medicinal, healing Mer- 
tue, in the Plasts, Drugs, dnd.other 
duce of the Earth, is a full and authentick 
Teftimony of his Will, in cafe of Diftem- 
per (viz.) that we fhould apply ¢o the pro- 


per ufe of thofe Medicines———Nor am La 


Dofor-bater, tho’ 1 bave it to be thanktul 
for, that.I have had oceafion te ufe them 
but little doubt not, but the Skill 


of rightly applying proper Mediclaes to 


every Evil, and of rightly judging of the 
Difeafe, is obtain’d by Study, Application 
and Experience. I will not accufe the Lear- 
ned of learning their Knowledge and ‘Art, 
at the Expence of the Lives of their Pa- 
tients, whom they fend to Heaven very 
often for théir (the Do&o1’s) Information ; 


yet I muft own, that when a Patient dyes: 


after fuch and fuch Application, he is but a 
mean Student in Phylick that gathers so 
Experience from if, or takes no inftrufive 
Obfervations to himfelf by it;and tho’ fome 
may dye of the De@or, let him be never fo 
careful, and fom@times meerly by his being 
over careful; yet the Error may not be 
wilful or ignorant, but the myfterious 
working of Nature under Difeafe, is not 
fo juft and foequal, that the beft Phyfician 
tan always find-ouf, and trace a Confede- 
raty between Diftetn per, Conftitution and 
Humour: All ‘which often attack Nature 
together. 

- Boe as the 6mall Pox i: a Diftemper, 
which when once it has {eiz’d the Blood, 
is obftinate, and will have its Courfe, and 
that when it is come to a certain Length, 
the only fafety of the Patient is to have 
them. come freeky out. ‘I with our People 
world determite, whether the great Art 


.of preferving the Patient, does not confift 


in giving Nature only due affiftance, to 
expe} the iavading Bremy, by its ordinary 


ving her on fafter, to waft her Stredgth, 

or by bleeding to exhauft the Spirits; Ei- 
ther of which, throw the Patients géce- 
rally into Convulfions, and they are the 
Handmaids to the Grave; in fhort, whee 
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and natural Courfe, father than by : 


ther the Nurfe is not the more proper Per= 
fon than the Door ? 3 

I ftart this Queftion, not from Expe- 
rieace only, but from the Opinion and Pra- 
Gice of manyEminentPaylicians,who when 
they fiad the Diftemper coming on, al- 
ways rather encourage it to come On than 
relif it, or ftop icin its Courfe, and com- 
mit the Patient to the Nurfe, with In- 


ftru@ions to keep them warm, but not too 


hot 4 to give them fuch and fuch Food, 
Cordials, Se. and leave it to Nature fo 
affifted —and I have obferved, that but 
few Patients mifcarry uoder fuch a Ma- 
nagement. But when Violerces are ufed 
uppa Nature, asd ftrong Applications, 
how fatal do we find it? And fuch People 
may indeed be faid to dye of she Dofor— 
A Fate that is too much the Difafter of our 
People of Quality ; and therefore I believe 
it is, that generally aud ia proportion to 
their Numbers, the Small Pox kills more 
ofthe Rich than it does of the Poor. 

_ [remember a Story to the Purpofe, very 
much, which happen’d to the famous Ten- 
or of Epfom, a known Man amongf the 
Frequenters of that Summer Reireat, 
where he made himfelt very valuable to 
the Citizens by his conftant Study, to di 
vert them, and was the general Favourite 
of the Place————It happen‘d rhat poor 
Tonfor Ye very Sick, and as every Body was 
concern’d for fear of the lofs of Ton/zrs all 
the Phyficians ia Town were f{poken to by 
one Friend or another, to go and alift 
him : But it was all to no purpofe, Tonfor 
would hear-all chey faid, bot would take 
nothing they preferib’d, nor cotld any. 
Intreatizs prevail on him—-——At. length 
the famous Dr. Rateliff coming to Town, 
his Friends renew'd their Importunities 
to Tonfor ; they told him the Kisg’s Phy- 
fician, Dr. Ratcliff, was come to Erfom, 
and they did not doubt but they could 
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ail upon him to come and fee 
at he could do for him, and begg’d he 
uld bot let the Do&tor fee him, affuring 


him the Doétor would take no Fees from 
him, and it fhould coft him nothing. Ton- 
for heard them patiently, but fora good 
_ while gave no Aafwer ; but being impor- 
 tun’d, he fhrunk up his Shoulders, No, 
 fays he, J bad rather dye 4 watural Death. 
[have been told the poor Man did at. 


laft fubmit to take the Affiftance, whether 
of Dr. Ratcliff, or fome other Phyfician, and 


that hedid not dye fo much of « natural 
Death ashe defirrd.. But that is not tothe

paturel Degth; 1 rather think they dye 
violent Deaths. They dye for want of 
giving, as we may fay, Nature, and the 
Defeate, fair Play, would they leave them 
more to the Ladies, and let them only 
have commen Inftru@ions to be careful 
and watchful of them; the very Diftem- 
per ic feif tends naturally to fpend and 
waft it (elf, and keep Nature fupported, 
and cherifhed in a moderate Degree, it 
works off of courfe. 

I have the concurring Opinion of fo 
many Phy‘icians in this; I. have feen the

cefs, as well in my own. Family, as io o- 
ther Families of my Acquaintaiuce; and I 
have feen the gontrary fo fatal, that I can- 
not but recommend it to the Families of
